WABHINOTOM, March 22.—Hon. Stan- 
ley Bfatthews, of Ohio, associate justice 
of supreme court of the United States, 
who has been ill for some time past, died 
at 10:06 o'clock, this moniing. 
He has 
quite 
sick for three 
weeks, 
atftoc^ Usvcvnsl illness dates mudi 
further back. 
Tar two ^MHIBI past his 
condition has beeu oonsidBcea ssEimia. 


Dr. Johnson has bean in oonstant at- 
tendance on him, and daring tiie kUer 
part of his illness Dr. Lincoln has been 
in consultation with him. 


Last night Justice Matthews was so 
much worse that Dr. Johnson remained 
with him during the entire night. He 
away peacefully. 
All of his 
family, witli the exception of his son, 
•were present at the death scene.. 


Justice Matthews suffered a great deal 
during his long illness, but bore his suf- 
ferings with remarkable patience and 
fortitude. He failed rapidly during the 
past two days and his death was expect- 
ed at any time during the last twenly- 
four hours. 


The immediate cause of his death was 
the failure of the secreting function of 
the kidneys, causing uranic poison. 


The funeral services will be held here 
at 1 p. m. on Monday next, and the re- 
mains will leave the city at 3 o'clock on 
the Baltimore and Ohio railroad for 
Glendale, the late justice's 
country 
residence, near Cincinnati. The inter- 
ment will take place on Wednesday at 
Spring Grove cemetery, 
CincinnatL 
Mortimore and Mrs. Cleveland, the son 
and daughter of the deceased, are on 
their way here from Cincinnati.

their seats and the marshals had opened 
the court. Chief Justice Fuller an- 
nounced that the court had heard of the 
death of Justice Matthews this morning, 
and that therefore no busing would be 
transacted to-day. 
The marshal there- 
upon declared the court adjourned until 
Tuesday next. 
No arrangement has 
been made by the supreme court for the 
ceremonies incidental to the funeral. 


Justice Matthews' brother is here 
arguing a case before the court, and he 
is expected to make all arrangements. 


M'^"»^«*^^ Wright said after the ad- 
journment of the court that no arrange- 
ments would be made until the wishes 
of the family h ^ been ascertained. 
There were few precedents to guide the 
court. The last death of an associate 
ustice in office was that of Justice 
Woods and that occurred so long ago 
that no one seemed to know what had 
been done then or what was custom- 
ary. 


IN THE SENATE. 


In the senate to-day the chaplain, 
after prayer, made a feeling reference 
to the death of Justice Matthews. A 
note from the chief justice was then 
laid before the senate, announcing the 
death of Justice Matthews. 
Mr. Hoar 
then said: 


"I move, that out of respect to the 
memory of the eminent magistrate, who, 
after a judicial service so faithful and 
so famous, has gone to his rest, the sen- 
ate do now adjourn." 


The motion was agreed to and the 
senate, at 1:05 o'clock, adjourned until 
to-morrow. 


SKETCH OF HIS LIFE. 


Justice Matthews was bom in Cin- 
cinnati, July 21, 1824. 
He was gradu- 
ated at Kenyon coUege in 1840; studied 
law and was admitted to the bar, set- 
tling in Maufjr counly, Tenn.; he short- 
ly afterward returned to Cinoinnftti; in 
1846 he became editor of the Cincinnati 
Hm-ald, the first daUy anti-slavery paper 
in that city. 
He became judge of the 
court of common pleas in Hamilton 
count in 1861; was state senate» in 1865, 
and in 1866-61 was United States attor- 
n s for the southern disfcriot oi Ohio. • 
He served with distinction in the 
Uni<m army during tiie war, bfit» re- 
signed his commission as colonel in 1868 
to beccnne judge of the superior oourtof 
OindnnstL He was a prasidentisl e l ^ 
tor on the linoc^-Johnson ticket in 
1864 and on the Ocsnt-Odfax ticket in 
1868. 


He was defeated as repabliosn oandi- 
date lor oongtess in 1876, and in the 
next year was one of the ooonsel before 
the celebrated electoral oommissioii,

WABBDforoir, March 22,—Speculation 
on the possibility of succession, in the 
event of Justice Matthews' death, has 
been quietly indulged in for two weeks, 
ever since his dangerous condition was 
known. It is generally believed that 
President Harrison will appoint Walter 
Q. 
Grediam, United States circuit 
judge, to the 
left vacant by Justice 
Matthews' dsi^. 


Ju4gS Grei^m was one of General 
Harrison's op^iouents before the Chica- 
go oonventicm. He is an Indiana man, 
although for several years past he has 
been a reSident of Illinois. His reputa- 
tion as a jurist is of the, hifi^iest order. 
If Judge Gresham should be promoted 
to the sùpreme bench. Judge Woods, of 
the United States district court of In- 
diana, will probably take his place on 
the circuit, and either John B. Elam, 
President Harrison's former law part- 
ner, or Judge John M. Butler, of In- 
dianapolis, will succeed him. 


As a sequence to the appointment of. 
so many new officers to the diplomatic 
and consular ^rvices, there will be a de- 
ficiency in the diplomatic and consular 
appropriation bill for the current fiscal 
year. 
The pay of an officer in the for- 
eign service of the United States begins 
from the day he is sworn in as such, 
while the salary of his predecessor does 
not cease until retired. 


Several of the newly appointed for- 
eign ministers have already taken the 
oath and they are as legally entitled to 
pay as the person they will retii-e. 
In 
nearly every case it will be several 
months before the - new diplomats can 
formally take charge of the offices to 
which they are accredited. 


Considerable comment has been made 
about the delay in the nomination of a 
minister to England, especially as Pres- 
ident Harrison has flUed several of the 
important missions. It is now stated 
that the president has selected the min- 
ister to the court of St. James, but will 
not, for Uie present, send his name to 
the senate. The president desires, it is 
stated, to withhold the nomination until 
after the arrival here of Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, the newly appointed British 
minister, and the presentation of his 
credentials to the department of state. 


This haH been another quiet day for 
the president. 
The office hunters were 
not numerous and only one large dele- 
gation called. This was from Louisiana 
and was headed by Coleman. 
Robert 
Smalls, the colored ex-congressman 
from South Carolina, paid him a J>rief 
visit with several of his friends in tow. 
Congressional callers were as numerous 
as on previous days. 


THE CABINET MEETING. 


All the members of the cabinet were 
present at the session this afternoon. It 
is understood that the Oklahoma ques- 
tion was under consideration. 
Secre- 
tar}' Tracy and Postmaster General 
Wanamaker left the white house at 1:30 
o'clock, but the other members remained 
longer, discussing various matters per- 
taining to their 
departments. The 
Oklahoma bill was freely considered at 
the meeting and Secretaries Blaine and 
Noble and Attorney General 
Miller 
spent some time discussing it after the 
other members had left. 


Secretary Halfor^ says he cannot give 
any information respecting the purposes 
of the president in regfurd to the issuance 
of the Oklahoma proclamation, as it is 
said he will do. 


Secretary Noble says that the procla- 
mation of the president opening to set- 
tlement the lands in Oklahoma teiritoiy 
will be issued either this afternoon or 
to-morrow morning.

THE Indiana Civil Service Reform as- 
sociation is in a flourishing condition. 
Since its last annual meeting, about two 
months ago, it has gained sixty new 
members. 
Civil service reform leaps 
into favor at every change of a d m i i ^ 
tration. 
It tends to keep some people 
in office and others out. 


IN accordance with instructions from 
the governor the state auditor has de- 
termined to issue no warrants for the 
pay of the heads or employes of the sta- 
tistical, health or geological departments 
until the courts settle the question as to 
whether the legislature has the consti- 
tutional right to elect officers. 


D. S. AXiEXANDER, of Buffalo, N. Y., 
who acted as secretary to President Har- 
rison a few weeks last summer, and 
formerly edited the Gazette, will proba- 
bly be appointed district attorney for 
the 
northern district of New York, 
although the senators from that state 
have recommended another man. 


THE supreme court of the United 
States has rendered a decision which 
will be of interest to tax payers. The 
supreme court decides that greenbacks 
must be held one year prior to the time 
that the assessor makes up his list to be 
entirely exempt from taxation. 
If they 
are held six mouths they are taxed one- 
half their value, if for one month they 
are taxed at one-twelfth their value, and 
proportionately for any other portion of 
the year. 


THE Indiana republicans in congress 
will hereafter require the republicans in 
cities and towns where postmasters are 
to be appointed to unite upon one can- 
didate in each instance. 
It seems to be 
the custom for everybody to sign the in- 
dorsements of all applicants and then 
throw the responsibility upon the power 
which must determine who shall be rec- 
ommended to the postmaster general for 
appointment, and all who are disap- 
^ i n t e d blame the congressmen instead 
of the republicans who have played 
double. 


MR. JOSEPH C. VANDOiiAH, who rep- 
resented Dearborn county in the late 
legislature, has come out for congress 
against Mr. Holman. 
Mr. C. R. Faulk- 
ner, who distinguished himself as 
state senator in 1883-6, but who has 
since been assisting General Black in 
running the pension office, will also be 
foi-midable candidate. 
Mr. Faulkner is 
a great admirer of Senator Voorhees, 
and at Washington, in the Indiana cir- 
cle, is known as "Me and Dan. 


THE house journal, said to be the 
longest in the history of Indiana legis- 
latiu-es, has been completed and filed 
with the secretary of state by Assistant 
Clerk Crawley, who, with the assistance 
of three of the house clerks, has been 
engaged in the work since the adjourn- 
ment of the general assembly. The 
journal embraces the evidence taken by 
the insane hospital investigating com- 
mittee, which will make several hun- 
dred pages. 
It will be necessary, it is 
thought, to make two volumes of the re- 
port of proceedings. In one appendix 
to the journal a statement of the ex- 
pendiWes of the house is given. It 
shows that the total for the session was 
$66,276.21, while two years ago the 
amount was $64,212.73. 


IT was discovered at Indianapolis, 
yesterday, that the enaqjiug cUuse of 
house bill No. 454 had been left out in 
the enrollment. 
It will be remembered 
that this bill, which was drafted by the 
Federation of Minvs for the protection 
of the mining oparativea, was opposed 
by a powerful lobby.

A S7,000 OriM mill and OUier Struc- 
ture« to Boom Uie City. 


The machine for grading and ditoh- 
ihg, invented by Mr. Frank Shoiee, 
was suooessfally tested the other day, at 
Huntington, and in it Frank has a for- 
tune. 
The heft of the draught was 
found to be six horse power and with 
three teams attached, the machine han- 
dled the ground with a perfection and 
speed that was fdmply wondeifal. A 
steel scoop cuts the ground, plaoes it on 
an elevator which deposits at a proper 
distance on either side, as may the 
pleasure of the operator. 
The ground 
rolls through the machine like straw 
through a separator. 
It will work any- 
where that a plow will and weighs about 
2,000 pounds. 
The capacity of the 
grader is from 150 to 200 cubic yards 
per hour.

ly afterward returned to Cincinnati; in 
1846 he became editor of the Cincinnati 
//rtraW, the first daily anti-slavery paper 
in thit city. 
He became judge of tho 


oourt of common pleas in Hamilton 
count in 1861; was state senator in 185.3. 
and in 1866-61 was United States attor- 
ney for the southern district of Ohio. - 


He served with distinction in the 


Union army during the war, but, re- 
signed Ida commission as colonel in 1869 
to become judge of the superior oourt of 
Cincinnati. He was a presidential elec- 
ioron the Lincoln-Johnson ticket in 
1864 and on the Grant-Colfax ticket in 
1868. 


He WHS defeated M republican candi- 


date for congress in 1870, and in the 
next year was one of the counsel before 
the celebrated electoral commission, 


against John Godfrey.
